Rocky Mountain Oil company, which 
nas owned the plant since it was built 
many years ago, The BouMer pur- 
chaser* will enlarge and improve the 
cost of treatment and the consequent | 
saving in freight rates, on account of 
the shorter haul, a much greater profit 
will accrue from their oil than is pos- 
sible under present conditions. As 
it is now. every drop of oil from this 
oelt is controlled by the Standard 
through its Colorado company. 


"When the Overton refinery was 


built it was intended to treat oil from 
the Florence field and a six-Inch pipe 
line was laid to connect the plant with 
the Florence field.

As 
the Standard is not in the business for 
its health, the chances are that thcv 
will admit the inevitable and do \vhat 
is right by the northern field."

States crude petroleum, or the pro- 
duets of crude petroleum, produced in 
any country which imposes a duty on 
petroleum or its products exported 
from the United States there shall In 
such cases be levied, paid and collect- 
ed a duty upon said crude petroleum, 
or its products so imported, equal to 
the duties imposed by such country. 


Under this proviso the customs of- 


ficers are instructed to collect on pe- 
troleum from the countries named as 
follows: 
Russia, 91 cents a barrel: 


Germany. $2.07; France. $2.80 on re- 
fined and $L'.52 on crude; East. Indies. 
58 cents; Romania, $4.96 on crude 
and $:$.72 on 
refined: 
Peru, $422; 


Canada. $2,50 on refined and $2.10 on 
crude; Mexico, $!2.S5 on refined and 
I3.S5 on crude. Moreover, as we have 
noted before, where Russian petro- 
leum was shipped to Englend and re- 
fined and then exported from England, 
which has no duty, to this country 
the Russian rate was imposed at the 
American custom-house.

yet it will have a tendency to compli- 
cate matters that will be presented to 
the board of managers.
